Presbyterian minister from Warren 
the Rev. Mr. Hequembourg, in Aug­ 
ust, 1860. 


Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Wayne 
Courson are typical of Tidioute’s 
bearded and bonneted residents. Both 
are in the pageant cast. Mr. Courson 


is a direct descendant of Anthony 
Courson, who settled in Tidioute 
in 1825 on a tract of land still owned 
by the Courson family.

The small town of Tidioute is 
bustling and hustling these days im 
preparation for its Sesqui-Centen­ 
nial Days which mark the 150th 
anniversary of its founding. The 
highlight of the celebration next 
week will be the presentation of a 
historical pageant, “ The Favored 
Valley” . The pageant, written and 
directed by Mrs. Helen C. Morrow 
with Richard Rapp directing th e 
choreography, depicts the outstand­ 
ing events in the town’s history. 
Henry W, Fuellhart as narrator, 
“ The Spirit of the Hills” , tells the 
story as the various scenes are 
jortrayed by a large cast of Tid­ 
ioute people. The first episode de­ 
picts the day of the red man as Col. 
Proctor meets with Chief Co r n - 
planter and his people at Log-Trap 
Creek. The first white settlement 
in Tidioute is shown with Thomas 
Arters and his wife and other early 
settlers welcoming the first bride, 
Charity Gilson McGuire, to her new 
home. 
The pageant moves swiftly through 
the days when Tidioute was famous 
as a raft harbor and the raftsmen’s 
scene shows the follicking, rough- 
and-tumble antics of the river men 
The first flowing oil well was drilled 
m a t Tidioute and this scene has 
particular historic interest. The 
story of the Harmony Society, or 
Economites, in their settlement at 
Tidioute also has special historic 
value. 
Color and excitement is provided 
in the Ben Hogan episode with its 
bar room setting, oil-rich toughs, 
can-can dancers and, of course, Ben 
Hogan himself, “ The Wickedest Man 
in the World” , and his partner, 
French Kate. 
Tidioute was incorporated as a 
borough in 1862 and the problems of 
me little town grown Dig at the 
height of the oil boom are well 
described in the council scene pre­ 
sided over by the first burgess, 
Luther Green, a role played by 
Tidioute’s present burgess, Frank 
E. Kapp. 


An early settler’s family is por­ 
trayed here by Russell Peterson, 
Mrs. Richard Mcguire, Candy Atkin, 
Peggy Hickman and Penne Jeschke. 
In the pageant, Mrs. McGuire plays 


the role of Charity Gilson McGuire' 
who was the great-great-great- 
grandmother of the former’s hus­ 
band, Richard. 


Other scenes include che old-time 
Singing School, street scenes of 
by-gone days, the gift of the Hunter 
Memorial School, the C a r n a h a n 
dream-well oil strike, the christen­ 
ing of Barbara Ann Snavley,

SOCIAL SEC U R IT Y? 
Because 
it wasn’t so long ago 
that we had no social security at 
all, any improvement of that situa­ 
tion is hailed as a great accom­ 
plishment. 
The system was es­ 
tablished 
during the depression. 
Later the 
size of the payments 
were 
increased. 
Now we 
have 
lowered the ages for women, able 
and disabled, and also have added 
disabled children to the list. 


In our practical and business­ 
like world we have left little room 
for the heart and much for the 
bookkeeper. 
Our relief and secur­ 
ity laws are so bound up in regula­ 
tions that it is a wonder anyone can 
be found who is eligible for a dime. 


We never could understand why 
the 
small wage-earner could be 
expected to be less hungry than the 
salaried man. Social security pay­ 
ments at the best are nor very lush 
and how anyone can be expected to 
pay their rent, buy their food and 
clothing, 
and live like 
a human 
being on a percentage of $108 a 
month is one that escapes us. • 


Under the newest change in the 
social security law we w ill start 
in November to pay wives of re­ 
tired workers at age 62. Under this 
amendment, women 62 and up who 
are dependent wives of retired work­ 
ers 65 and over are eligible to draw 
social security. 
Right now we pay 


them a maximum of $54.30, if their 
husband is receiving the maximum 
of $108.50, and if both are age 65. 
To which we must add, if he worked 
enough years in a job covered by 
social security to make him eligible. 
Hunger or need do not determine 
eligibility. 
That is determined by 
the amount you have had deducted 
from your pay check. 
If you made 
big wages you get the maximum and 
can scrape by. 
If you were not a 
top wage earner, your social secur­ 
ity payments are lower. 
Shouldn’t this be reversed? The 
man who has made big money should 
have been able to do much for his 
own security in the way of savings, 
investments, and insurance. 
It is 
the man who never made enough to 
save a penny who needs the most 
help. 


The new arrangement allows a 
woman to start collecting at age 62 
instead of 65. 
But she can receive 
only 75 per cent of the amount due 
her. 
If her husband made enough 
money to rate her the maximum 
of $54.30 a month, she w ill receive 
75 per cent of this if she chooses 
to apply before age 65. If the couple 
does 
not rate top payments, she 
w ill receive 75 per cent of a lower 
amount. Big deal! 
And if she chooses to start re­ 
ceiving these payments before 65 
we really haven’t handed her much. 
At age 
65 
her payments do not 
revert to the regular amount. They 
continue at 75 per cent. 
She is 
gambling on her life expectancy.

the ages of 62 and 65. 
They will 
receive 
80 per cent of the sum 
they would 
receive 
at 65. 
The 
maximum is $108.50. 
This isn’t 
magnanimous, but if she has been 
frugal she will find it a big help. 
But suppose she has been unable 
to be frugal? 
Suppose she was 
m arried to a man whose work did 
not make him eligible for social 
security, 
and supposing he died 
late in life, forcing her to support 
herself, 
probably at 
low 
wages. 
She now must settle for 80 per cent 
of 
something less 
than 
$108.50! 
The one that always gets us is 
the payment made to widows and 
dependent mothers of insured de­ 
ceased workers. 
We now make it 
possible for them to apply at 62. 
But we still pay them 75 per cent 
of the amount to which the deceased 
worker would have been entitled. 
This ranges from a minimum $30 
to a maximum of $108.50. 
How would you like to try living 
on 75 per cent of $30 a month? 
This in a nation of great wealth, 
a nation which spends billions every 
year for wars, past and present. 
A nation of “ practical” business 
men, 
in and out of government. 


We see no reason why the pay­ 
ments 
should vary in the least. 
We believe a figure should be named 
that w ill support a man, or a widow, 
or a dependent child. And if it takes 
a few more pennies out of all pay 
checks to cover such a cost, so 
what? 
Everyone of us w ill benefit; 
most of us directly. 
The 
social 
security 
plan is a 
major step forward, and we certain­ 
ly would not eliminate it. 
But we 
would improve it with the addition 
of a few more pennies in weekly 
payments and an ounce of heart to 
replace the present slide rule.

WHERE THEY BEEN? 
In 
last week’s issue of Time 
magazine there is an article about 
a “ new” experiment in newspaper 
publishing which is taking place in 
Middletown, N. Y. A wealthy gentle­ 
man from New York is publishing a 
daily with the use of offset equip­ 
ment. 
The purpose of the experi­ 
ment, says the article, is to make 
it possible for small investors to 
enter the publishing business. 
The article says this is the first 
sizeable venture of its kind. Time’s 
reporters should get around. 
The offset method is relatively 
new in the publishing business, but 
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Middletown is a long way from being 
the first. 
There are few papers 
using the method because most es­ 
tablished publications have heavy 
investments in letterpress. 
They 
see no reason to change. 
However, many of the leading 
newspapers are using some of the 
offset methods to prepare copy. 
We know some that are setting their 
ads on the art table, just as your 
Warren Observer is done. The art 
table sits right by the make-up stone 
in the shop. 
We are acquainted with several 
papers that are printing daily with 
offset presses. 
We have been in 
contact with them for several years. 
One of the leading pioneers is in 
Louisiana. 
The method was so 
new when this group started that 
they had to put together a make-shift 
press. 
There also is a daily down on 
Long Island, right in Tim e’s back­ 
yard. 
This one uses the same 
press and collator combination as 
the one on which your O bserver is 
printed. 
In fact the 32-page col­ 
lator which now sits in our shop was 
given 
much 
impetus 
when 
the 
O bserver agreed to buy the new 
press if such a collator could be 
designed. 
It took about a year and 
a half to complete the job and we 
received the first one. 
The Observer also is using the 
offset process because of its hope 
that it can find methods whereby 
freedom of the press will not be 
completely in the hands of those 
with big money. In our capitalistic 
nation it is healthy to have all 
economic groups represented in the 
mediums which report the news and 
comm e’it on it. 
The day of the two-newspaper town 
also has gone by because merchants 
will not support two costly dailies. 
However, if less expensive ways 
could be found to publish those 
dailies, competition might return 
to the publishing field even on the

CHICAGO, ILL. — Adlai Steven­ 
son^ managers are taking careful 
soundings on three possible Vice- 
Presidents — Senators Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, Estes Kefauver and Jack 
Kennedy. 
Within the Stevenson circle, Hum­ 
phrey probably has the most sup­ 
porters. They argue that his cam­ 
paigning ability and acute political 
intelligence make him the best pos­ 
sible foil for Vice-President Nixon. 
They cite his popularity in the 
restive farm states, and his follow­ 
ing among the crucial minorities of 
the big states. 
The point is raised in opposition 
that he is a byword in the South 
ever since he beat the southerners 
on a civil rights' issue in 1948 
when a young upstart mayor from 
Minneapolis. 
His friends answer 
that he has made his peace with 
southern Senators who publicly tes­ 
tify to their liking and regard for 
him. 
The pressure for Kefauver and 
Kennedy comes chiefly from the 
outside. 
Kefauver supporters are openly 
and defiantly pressing his claims 
for second place. 
They threaten 
to deny their votes to Stevenson 
without an advance commitment to 
this effect. 
Kefauver has arrived 
here still declining to commit him­ 
self. 
The 
Senator from Tennessee 
would take the nomination of course. 
He will not openly seek it. 
There is a demand for Kefauver 
also from two other sources. One 
is from the professionals — a 
unique experience for Kefauver and 
them. 
The other is from a large 
segment of labor. 
Labor incidentally is being out­ 
wardly discreet in this convention. 
The presidents of the international 
labor unions are here but AFL-CIO 
President Meany is confining him­ 
self to an appearance before the 
platform committee. 
Labor's pol­ 
itical action specialists are notably

advertised evangelical eloquence 
makes them fear he will put himself 
on it.

iiRobot Secretary" Now 
Available To Public 


An automatic telephone answer­ 
ing device — a sort of “ robot 
secretary” — which can take in­ 
coming calls and give the calling 
party a short message is being made 
available to the public by the Bell 
Telephone Co. of Pennsylvania. Sev­ 
eral installations for small business 
concerns already have been made 
in this section of the state, accord­ 
ing to Robert E. Anstadt, local 
manager for the company. 
A development of Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, the device is designed 
prim arily for professional people, 
one-man offices, shops and sim ilar 
businesses. It looks something like 
a portable radio. 
H ere’s how the service works. 
A subscriber who expects to be 
away from his office telephone for 
a while makes a recording explain­ 
ing his absence. 
The recording is 
connected to his telephone and any­ 
one calling during his absence hears 
his message over the telephone line, 
after which a 25-second period is 
provided for the caller to leave a 
message. 
A “ beep” tone is sounded at the 
start and just before the finish of 
this period to indicate to the caller 
the time available for the recording 
of his message. 
When the subscriber returns he 
can listen to the messages recorded 
in his absence by picking up his 
telephone, through which a play-back 
of any incoming messages will be 
heard.

MRS. ROOSEVELT 
VS. TRUMAN

CHICAGO. 
— Adlai Stevenson 
owes much to a tall slender, still- 
erect woman who has no reticence 
about her age. 
“ I will be 72 in October,” says 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Most any time, most any place, 
wherever she can give Stevenson a 
boost, you spot the gay, flowered 
toque which is her identification 
mark bobbing up and down above 
the little mob scenes and the big 
mob scenes that make up national 
political conventions. 
None is quite so busy, nor so 
calmly efficient, about a mission 
at this somewhat storm -tossed af­ 
fair. 
The picture of the convention un­ 
folded to reveal an unusual human 
story — even for a political con­ 
vention — in the wake of form er 
President Harry S. Trum an’s dra­ 
matic announcement for Governor 
Averell Harriman of New York. 
This was a duel between him and 
M rs. Roosevelt, a ddel which, it 
became apparent, each recognized 
for what it was, but without giving 
any public sign, of course. 
Together, these two have shared 
so much in the tumultuous 20-year 
Roosevelt-Truman era - A the widow 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt and the man 
who succeeded her husband. Each 
has respect and affection for the 
other and a bond in shared experi­ 
ences. 
Drama was inevitable when they 
found themselves pitted against each 
other — and drama it has been. 
You could feel the tension as one 
act of the play within a play follow­ 
ed another. 
For her part in this political 
w arfare, M rs. Roosevelt found a 
weapon which an older woman can 
use with an older man. 
It is a 
rem inder by the woman to the man 
af his years and of the full, life 
which they represent and a sug-, 
gestion that perhaps it is time to 
step aside and not try to run things 
any longer but to let the younger 
generation take over. 
She put it this way at a news 
conference she held the day after 
the form er President had announc­ 
ed for Governor Harrim an, her 
opening shot in the Truman-Roose- 
velt war: 
i 
“ I’m old. Of course,Mr. Truman 
is much younger. But nevertheless, 
I think we two are probably the 
people who remember further back, 
perhaps. 
But just for that reason 
I think we must make a special 
effort to think of the future. 
“ I’m glad that the Democratic 
party is showing that it has many 
young people that are taking re ­ 
sponsibility, and I hope that this 
campaign will show that we have 
vigorous young men and women 
working for the Democratic party 
and for Adlai Stevenson as our 
leader.” 
Mr. Truman is, as a m atter of 
fact, five months older than Mrs. 
Roosevelt — near enough so he 
knew what she meant by her reproof. 
It was gentle and friendly. After­ 
ward, the two had lunch together. 
Again M rs. Roosevelt drew out 
her weapon — this time before 
15,000 persons in convention hall 
and millions more in the television 
audience, and in the presence of Mr. 
Truman who sat in a box on the 
right of the hall with M rs. Truman. 
Once more she took the same line 
about the need of young people 
taking over, saying: 
“Our party may be the oldest 
democratic party, but our party must 
live as a young party and it must 
have young people. 
They must 
take into account the advice of their 
elders, but have the courage to look 
ahead, to face new problems with 
new solutions.” 
She did not, of course, mention 
President Truman. 
But anyone 
aware of the duel could see, almost 
feel, what was passing between those 
two in the great convention hall. 
The form er President must have 
enjoyed 
another aspect of Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s 
performance

which a man would say, “ Just like a 
woman.” 
She explained that she could not 
in such an address to a national 
convention speak of candidates, and 
she did not — but, pinned just 
under her right shoulder was a large 
square badge with a single name 
blazoned across it that hit the audi­ 
ence in the hall and the vast tele­ 
vision audience like a locomotive 
headlight on a foggy night. 
The 
name: “ Adlai.” 
Early the next morning, Mrs. 
Roosevelt was at her politicking for 
“ Adlai” again. 
She accompanied 
him to a meeting of Estes Kefauv- 
e r's delegates who were released 
by the Tennessee Senator when he 
withdrew recently in favor of Stev­ 
enson. 
In an effort to get as many of the 
Kefauver delegates as possible for 
Stevenson, M rs. Roosevelt spoke a 
word about her candidate, who sat 
on the platform with the Senator. 
This act of grace, which she 
carried off coolly in the alm ost- 
insufferable heat of a packed room, 
was just the beginning of another 
jay in her duel with Harry Truman.

NON-PROFIT AMBULANCE 
Why not a non-profit association 
for the purpose of providing an 
ambulance service in W arren and 
the surrounding area? Plants and 
individuals probably could be found 
who would provide enough money 
to buy the ambulances and build 
housing.

The hospital is centrally lo­ 
cated. 
Why should Warren have anything 
less than the best? The loss, if any, 
would be so small that it seems 
ridiculous to have anything else. 
But first let’s get the money to 
start it. What better way than a 
non-profit group of civic-minded 
citizens?

THE EMBLEM ON TAXES 
This probably should be in the 
BUYERS column but it is a little 
full and this won't wait for next 
week. It is a release put out by 
Emblem Oil Company concerning 
the high cost of gasoline taxes. 
The heading reads, “ Average Gas­ 
oline Tax Now 8.8£ P er Gallon” . 
Here is the article: 
“ It was announced today by Em ­ 
blem Oil Company that with the 
latest increase of 1£ in The Federal 
Tax on Gasoline, which became 
effective July I, the direct Federal 
and State Taxes in Pennsylvania now 
total 9<f: per gallon, as opposed to 
7 p e r gallon in New York. 
“ On the national average, the 
direct State and Federal Taxes now 
total 8.8£ per gallon; this amounts 
to MORE THAN 40% of the average 
retail price for Gasoline, taxes 
excluded. This is several times 
greater than the tax on even the 
so-called luxury items. With this 
latest increase, the nation’s annual 
motor fuel tax bill will top four 
billion dollars. The average motor­ 
ist will be paying more than $66.00 
per year for State and Federal 
Gasoline Taxes. 
“ By law, these direct taxes must 
be collected at the point of sale and 
turned over to the governments in­ 
volved. The money raised from these 
taxes will be used to improve the 
nation’s roads. The need for new 
and improved roads to make driving 
safer and more pleasant for every­ 
one has long been recognized, and 
this nation should have the best 
road system it is possible to have. 
“ However, it seems only right 
that everyone should realize how 
much of the price they pay at the 
service station goes to buy, not 
Gasoline itself, but better roads.”

THEN THERE IS THE 
BRIGHT SIDE 
Even children who work may be 
claimed as exemptions. It may sound 
confusing but exemption may be 
claimed by parents if they contribute 
more than half the child’s support, 
regardless of the amount earned by 
the child. 
The special exemption applies to 
children who will be under 19 years 
of age at the end of the year, and to 
children who are full-time students, 
regardless of their age. 
This means that it no longer is 
necessary to have your child stop 
working before he earns $600. If 
the young man or lady is attending 
school an exemption can be claimed.

OPENING DAY 


After pleading for years with 
convention chairmen to get the pro­ 
ceedings started on time, the tele­ 
vision boys were almost caught with 
egg on their chin when the Demo­ 
crats did. As Democratic National 
Chairman Paul Butler banged the 
gavel at a few minutes after I p. rn. 
(E.D.T.), the NBC crowd thought 
he was just practicing. 
But he 
wasn’t. 


‘This is the first time in the 
history of conventions that pro­ 
ceedings have got started at the 
appointed hour,” he said. 


This meant that for half an hour 
the TV lads had nothing prepared 
for the cam eras except introductory 
convention oratory. The first full­ 
bodied phrase to roll out was that 
of Mayor Richard Daley, of Chicago, 
who told millions of TV listeners 
who could hardly have cared less 
that: 
“ I was born in the shadow 
of this great hall, a neighborhood 
rich in the traditions and culture 
of this great land.”

Ten and a half minutes after 
Mr. Butler banged that gavel, Betty 
urness, who has called this con­ 
vention 
her 
greatest 
challenge, 
swam into view and started selling 
refrigerators and TV sets. 
(The 
TV sets are “ precisioneered” and 
the refrigerators have “ cold in 
motion,” words we are going to 
hear a lot of the next couple of 
weeks.) 


After half an hour of floor ora­ 
tory, the networks started spread­ 
ing their wings to show they had 
cam eras scattered ailoverChicago, 
and I must admit it was impressive. 
CBS brought in Dick Hottelet talk­ 
ing to Congressman Moss, of the 
Platform Committee; a few moments 
later NBC brought in JosephH arsch 
on the same subject; at the same 
time John Daly brought in George 
Hamilton Combs in the Harriman 
headquarters, talking to somebody 
who confidently predicted Harriman 
would have 400 votes in the first 
ballot. 
There was no doubt about 
it; we, whom Mr. Butler referred 
to as the “ millions of unseen Am­ 
ericans in the television audience,’ 
were getting around Chicago at a 
dizzy pace. 


And not just Chicago either. Late 
in the afternoon, after the session 
had been adjourned, NBC — with 
nothing else on its mind and a half 
hour of time to fill — took us all 
over the country to Milwaukee,Col­ 
umbus, Ohio; Los Angeles and Bos­ 
ton, where newspapermen from local 
papers summed up the sentiments in 
those communities. 
Conventions, 
as H. V. Kaltenborn observed, are 
great big town meetings and these 
remote pick-ups are making great 
big national meetings out of them. 
NBC called its round-up a "c a u ­ 
cus,” 
and 
plans 
to have them 
throughout the convention. 


Since “ Wide Wide World” it has 
been difficult to keep NBC from 
pushing those buttons, jumping us 
unseen millions from one coast "to 
another. 
John Daly has mused that 
in 1984 the delegates may all stay

home and just push buttons, sending 
hired demonstrators to mess up the 
aisles at the convention hall, and 
perhaps they will. 
It’s certainly 
comfortable at home. 
I’ve pushed 
my way into the Conrad Hilton, 
waited hours for elevators, and 
eaten those convention hot dogs 
before. 


The misinformation and specula­ 
tion you get in the corridors in 
convention hall is no more complete 
[than the stuff you get at home on 
[television and, if anything, you get 
less of it at the convention and not 
nearly as fast. 
The biggest event 
of the first afternoon on TV was a 
[meeting between Sen. Lyndon John­ 
son and Adlai Stevenson. 
Both 
NBG and CBS managed to get cam ­ 
eras up there and pretty well wreck­ 
e d Sen. Johnson’s suite. But neither 
side managed to get anything out of 
[either Johnson or Stevenson about 
[what had transpired. 
As a demonstration of the flexi­ 


bility of their coverage, it was 
impressive; as news gathering, it 
was a bust. 
Still, it had its value 
in creating a sort of gathering 
sense of excitement and uncer­ 
tainty about a convention that had 
seemed 
a fairly open and shut 
proposition until last week-end. 
Rarely have so many commenta­ 
tors said “ I don’t know” in such 
an interesting variety of ways.
